Nzw Yorz, May 11.—Counsel for plaintiff yes- 
terday surprised almost every one in the court- 
room by suddenly recalling Mr. Tilton to the 
witness-chair. He was called by Mr. Morris 
who turned to him after the brief examination 
of Mise McDonald was finished and said, in a 
low voice hardly audiple beyond the circle of 
counsel's chairs, Mr. Tilton, will you take the 
witness-stand?”

MIS MANNER. 

At first Mr. Tilton's testimony was given in se 
low a tone that it must have been inaudible in 
the back parts of the room. Mr. Tilton appeared 
very calm, and gave his whole attention to the 
examination, leaning forward in bis chair, with 
his lips half parted and his eyes fixed on Mr. 
Morris. He seemed to catch the intent of the

HIS AUDIENCE, 

The members of the Plymouth delegation 
smiled and whispered together, and im the long 
pauses which frequently intervened between the 
questions many in the audience conversed in 
low tones, casting side-giances at the witness. 
Mr. Beecher was not present, but Mrs. Beecher 
was, and she looked straight at Mr. Tilton with 
a slight frown while he was testifying. Several 
jurors consulted together while the examination 
of Mr. Tilton was going on, and by nods and 
significant glances indicated that their interest 
was fully aroused. 

“WELL UP” EN THE SCANDAL. 

Tilton had a large package of papers and let- 
ters, from which he readily selected documents 
which he was asked to produde. He seemed to 
be perfectly familiar with the testimony which 
he was called to rebut, and once or twice assist- 
ed his counsel in finding the particular passages 
about which they decided te question him. 
When discussions between counsel were going 
on concerning the admission of his testimony 
on certain pointe, Mr. Tilton listened with fixed 
attention, seeming to be impatient to join in 
them himself, and to ehafe under the restraint 
which the law put upon his utterances. 

THE COLORED GENTLEMAN PRONOUNCED A LIAR. 

Mr. Tilton began a long series of denials by 
declaring that he had not visited Mrs. Woodhull 
in Irving Place as the colored witness Woodley 
had asserted. Then he said that he had never 
called Mrs. Woodhull “‘ Vickey” in his life, and 
hed never spoken to her or Col. Blood about 
publishing the scandal, 

MES. PALMER (PAST, PRESENT, Erc.,—$l.) o- 
NOUNCED A LIAB. 

He contradicted several other statements made 
by Woodley. Mra, Palmer, ome of the defend- 
antes witnesses, hed testified that inthe early 
part of 1872 Mrs. Woodhull read a portion of 
the proofs of the scandal article in the presence 
of herself and Mr. Tilton This 
Mr. Tilton denied, saying that at 
the date assigned by Mrs. Palmer for this 
interview he was absent in the Northwest lectur- 
ing. Mr. Tilton showed where he was in 1871 
and 1872, prior to Nov. 5, 1872, by reading along 
list of places in various parts of the country 
where he had lectured during that time. 

GEN. TRACY PRONOUNCED A LIAR. 

He denied that he had had what is known as 
the ‘‘true story” at the Sunday evening inter- 
view at Mr. Moulton’s house when Mr. Tracy, 
Mr. Moulton, and himself were present.

Corcurmatt, O., May 11.—Two years ago Cin- 
cinnati gave its first musical festival under the 
auspices of Theodore Thomas with some misgiv- 
ings, but with large hopes. It wae an ambitious 
experiment for a Western city, but the result 
answered the hopes of the management. The 
programmes st that time included such numbers 
as the Beethoven Ninth Symphony,” Mendels- 
sohn’s Walpurgis Night,” Glucks Orpheus, 
Handel's Dettingen Te Deum,” Schumann's 
** Gipsey Life,” and lichter numbers. It was 
considered a difficult programme for a new and 
crude chorus te undertake, bat the singers ac- 
complished their work so thoroughly that 
Mr. Thomas immediately decided to give 
another, and prepared a programme which 
stepped up to a still higher grade ef work, and 
called for the most exacting and laborious ap-

RAILROAD NEWS. 


THE CHICAGO, BURLINGTON & QUINCY 

The rumors in regard to a change in the man- 
agement of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad, which were in circulation at the time 
when Mesers. Griswold and Forbes presented 
their charges against Mr. Joy and other Direet- 
ors of the road for mismanaging the River reads, 
are again repeated. It is stated that Mr. J. M. 
Walker, the President of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy, will shortly resign, aud that Mr. 
C. E. Perkins, formerly General Supermtendent 
of the Burlington, & Missouri River Railroad in 
Nebraska, will be appointed to fill bis place. Mr. 
Olifford, one of the Directors of the Chicago, Bar- 
lington & Quimey Railroad, resigned a short time 
ago, and Mr. Perkins was put on the Directory to 
fill the vacancy. This seems (9 give some plausi- 
bility to ihe rumors in circulation. ides 
Messrs. Walker aud Robert Harris, the General 
Superintendent of the road went to Boston last 
week, and it is stated for the purpose of prevent- 
ing Mr. Perkins from getting control of the road. 
They returned a day or two ogo, but what they 
have accomplished could not be learned. 

It is stated thatthe Directors of the Michigan 
Central and Chicago, Burlington 4 Quincy Rail- 
roads intend to consolidate these two roads un- 
der one ement, and make Mr. Perkins 
General Meoager of both. This change is to be 
made in June, when the annual election of the 
Michigan Central occurs. Mr. Joy has already 
announced his intention of resigning the Preesi- 
deney of the latter road at that time. The 
Michigan Central bas paid no dividends for some 
time, and the Directors and stockholders are dis- 
contented on this account. They believe that 
vy the proposed consolidation immense savings 
im expenses can be made. 


THE ROCK ISLAND’S IOWA LINE. 

It is reported that the main line of the Jows 
Division of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pazsific 
Railroad will probably be straightened and im- 
proved by building a new line from Davenport 
westward, by way of Muscatine. The new line 
would then be used for express trains and west- 
bound freight, local trains and easi-bound 
freight going by the present road. The Sigour- 
ney Branch would be extentied westward to 
Qakaloosa and beyond. and the present track of 
the Southwestern Division, from Wilton to Mus- 
catine, taken up.

It was Trrrox's turn yesterday, and he im- 
proved the opportunity by entering a list of 
denials which cast those uttered by Mr. 
Buren wholly in the shade, as they cover 
fax more ground, relate to a greater variety 
of subjects, and are accompanied by 
equal emphasis and solemnity. The plaintiff 
occupied the witness-chair all day, and by the 
time he had finished there remained uncon- 
tradicted very few material allegations on the 
part of the witnesses for the other 
side.

THE GREAT REVENUE FRAUD. 
We yesterday laid before our readers in de- 
tail the whole history of the frauds upon the 
revenue by distillers and rectafiers of whisky, 
as discovered by the Government officers 
acting under a special investigation prose- 
cuted by Secretary Buisrow, of the Treasury 
Department. This history reveals a striking 
state of affairs. It discloses a condition of 
dishonesty and official corruption which must 
startle the country. It far exceeds in enor- 
mity the TVI frauds, and the New York 
canal robberies recently exposed.. It shows 
that, since 1871 to the present time, this rob- 
bery of the revenue has been going on; 
that the officers of the revenue have been 
not only aware of the frauds, but have 
been participants in the profits ; and thet the 
operators in this wholesale business have 
their agents in all the revenue offices at Wash- 
ington. Secretary Bristow was compelled to 
confine a knowledge of the investigation to 
Col. Wiiaon, Solicitor of the Treasury, and a 
single clerk. To accomplish anything he had 
to use persons outside of the public service, 
and to keep all correspondence off the files of 
the Department. When at last he was com- 
pelled to consult the Revenue Office, the 
Whisky Ring was instantly informed, and 
sent its agents to Washington. In telegraph- 
ing to his agents he had to ube a cipher un- 
known at Washington. The investigation 
discloses that the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
is rotten through and through, and that it 
is officered by men in the employ, of those 
who are robbing the Government. The Sec- 
retary acquits Commissioner Dovexass of all 
wrong, save his unlimited confidence in the 
dishonest force he has organized, not only at 
Washington but throughout the country. 


thanks of the American people for the brave 
and skillful manner in which he has sur- 
rounded and captured this entire gang of offi- 
cial and unofficial robbers of the revenue. 
He deserves especial thanks for the fearless 
manner in which he has laid bare the corrup- 
tion of one of the branches of the public 
servies, and exposed the workings of a sys- 
tem of official plunder which has baffled all 
his predecessors. 

There are several things which this expo- 
sure has revealed. It has shown that Congress 
was overcome, swindled, or corrupted, in the 
legislation of last winter, by the agents of the 
whisky-manufacturers. It has shown that 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue was 
blinded and bamboozled into the belief that 
he had reduced the collection of revenue to

The Secretary of the Treasury deserves the 


70 cents tax per gallon. In the one case the 
dishonest gain was 90 cents per gallon and 
in the other 20 cents a gallon. 

In both cases the frauds were only possible 
when practiced by the connivance of the Fed- 
eral officers of the revenue. In St. Louis, 
persons eppointed under the authority of the 
Secretary to watch the distillers were actual- 
ly beaten and driven off, and the revenue offi- 
cers stood by letting the frauds go on. The 

discovered that these revenue offi- 
bers have shared in the profits. The division 
for years was irregular, but at last it was re- 
duced to an exactness. The revenue officers 
were to receive 40 per cent of the profite and 
the whisky men 60 per cent, the latter pay- 
ing the Government gaugers, 
and bookkeepers ! 

What a commentary on official integrity! 
What a commentary on Congressional intelli- 
gence and rectitude ! And what a commentary 
upon what was pronounced in the Senate to 
be the best civil service in the world ! 

We are confident that the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in the grand struggle which is yet 
to take place in order to bring these guilty 
persons to justice, will have the cordial sup- 
port of the President. There can be no 
honorable connivanee with official crime. 
Every revenue officer, from the highest to the 
lowest, involved in this scandalous anc whole- 
sale robbery should be dismissed, no matter 
how many Senators and Representatives and 
politicians stand behind him and interpose 
to protect him. There is no question of 
“hurting the party.” This exposure of this 
whisky ‘fraud, and the arrest and prosecution 
of the criminals, and the prompt dismissal of 
every officer implicated, will do the party im- 
mense good. It will add to its numerical 
strength, and will gain the confidence of the 
people in the President and his Administra- 
tion. 

The country is just now keenly sensitive 
upon two points: (1) Honesty in public 
officers, and (2) the prompt action of the 
Administration in dismissing every corrupt 
officer. That is à platform upon which the 
whole country is standing. No party can, at 
this time, afford to carry the burden of frauds 
in any branch of the Government; no party 
can live that interposes to keep im office men 
who are plundering the country and robbing 
the revenue. The Republican party is en- 
titled to the credit of this detection and the 
exposure of this vast and wide-spread system 
of fraud in the revenue, and the Republican 
Administration will receive the honor and the 
public gratitude not only for suppressing the 
frauds, but for the instant dismissal of every 
corrupt official engaged in them.

THE HD OF COL. ANTHONY. 

In the long and bloody list of crime which 
has filled columns of the newspapers for sev- 
eral days past, and which has been conspiou- 
ous for its horrors, no single case will attract 
so much attention as the killing of Col. D. R. 
Antuowy, the editor of the Leavenworth 
Times and the Postmaster of that city. It 
recalls the days of border-ruffianiam in Kan- 
sks, and is a stain on the civilization of that 
State. It was the result of a newspaper- 
quarrel, of which there may almost always be 
founda counterpart in all cities of the sec- 
ond size, not yet emancipated from the tradi- 
tional personalities of village life. It would 
be disastrous indeed if the result of the 
Leavenworth quarrel were a sample of what 
might be expected elsewhere. Newspaper 
quarrels are altogether too frequent to per- 
being cited in extenus- 


the killing of Col. Awrmowy as a cold-blooded 
murder, in the consideration of which the 
previous newspaper articles should be allowed 
to have no weight whatever. The law pro- 
vides remedies, both by civil and criminal 
process, that are ample in the way of reach- 
ing and punishing personal injuries by news- 
paper articles, and there is no provocation, 
as a rule, which should count for so little in 
extenuation for taking human life as the or- 
dinary newspaper attack. 

In the case of Col. Awrnony, however, his 
murderer seems to have been the aggreswor 
from the beginning. Eunnx, who killed him, 
was the editor of a rival paper, the Appeal, 
which has recently been charging fraud 
end “ defalcation in the  Post-Office, 
for which Col. Anrmony was respon- 
sible. These charges appear to have been 
brought out by a controversy relative to the 
Typographical Union, of the merits of which 
woe are not informed. At all events, the Ap- 
peat went outside the original controversy to 
print the most serious charges against An- 
THONY, personally and officially, which wero 
couched in the most abusive language. It 
was evidently Exery’s intention from the 
beginning to force a personal encounter, and 
he counted upon Axruony’s hot blood to ro- 
sent the abuse. Failing in this, Eapry made 
an easault on Awraony Saturday night, and 
even kicked him. Notwithstanding this, 
Antnony retreated without resistance. The 
only notice which he took of the affair was to 
publish in Sunday’s paper the following ao- 
count of the attack of the night before : 

Last night, W. W. Eunnx, editor of the Appeal, the 
organ of the Printers’ Union, with revolver in hand, 


accompanied by Jacx Dowmmnra, local editor of the 
Commereial, followed us to the theatre.

punishment for his crime. 


The first of the endless series of complica- 
tions that will arise if the charter of 1872 be 
confirmed by the courts comes up in the 
matter of the Court-House architects.

It 
will probably take several years for these two 
Boards to agree in the initial step of choosing 
architects; and, after some compromise shall 
in the course of human events and in the 
lapse of ages have been adopted, some other 
bone of contention will arise as to the dirt 
from the excavations. Thus from the very 
foundation up there will be endless dissen- 
sion and confusion, and a very pretty mess 
will be the final result. 


It now seams altogether probable that the 
walls of the Chicago Custom-House will have 
to come down. ‘Though this course will in- 
volve an additional outlay of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and the practical loss of 
two years’ time, it is better that the loss 
should be bravely faced now than to post- 
pone it and carry with it still greater loss by 
adding to the blunder. We may better charge 
it all up now among the other disasters in- 
cident to the official career of Ricuanpson 
and Murr, and start out de novo with the 
sweeping reforms of Bristow and Porrzs. 
We scarcely think that new walls will ever 
be commenced without the driving of piles, 
which is done in St. Petersburg in the case 
of all large public buildings, and which 
the character of our soil seems to 
demand in a building of the size and weight 
of the proposed Custom-House. Meanwhile, 
if this work of tearing down and rebuilding 
has to be commenced, Mr. Rum, the ex- 
Superintendent, may thank his stars that he 
lives in America, and not under a monarchical 
form of government, in which he would be 
made to suffer full penalty for his neglect.
